Sierra Maure’s banner year, so lar 
us building permits are concerned, 
lias just ended. According to the 
records of Building inspector Udell, 
uuilding progressed to the extent oi 
♦402,583 m 1024, This is $10,584 
more than the year 1023, and $114,- 
372 more than the year 1022, which 
was the tirst year in which a record 
of building permits was kept. 

The banner month of last year 
was the month of October with $79,- 
o50. The nearest approach to this 
ligure was reached in February when 
$45,172 in permits were issued, al¬ 
though September ran a close third 
with $44,255 to its credit. October 
was also the second largest month 
since the starting of the building 
permit record three years ago, being 
surpassed only by February, 1023, 
when $84,010 was recorded. 

The most remarkable gain during 
the entire year was in September. 
That month exceeded the previous 
month by $20,000 and was nearly 
three times as large as September, 
1923. This tremendous jump is not 
uccounted for by any one big build¬ 
ing project, but represents a large 
number of dwellings and other build¬ 
ings most of which are in about the 
$5000 class. 

The smallest month’s business last 
year was done in June with a total 
of $22,875 as against the smallest 
month in 1923, which was August, 
with only $9,475 of which to boast. 
Though the effect of the various 
unpleasantries which visited Califor¬ 
nia can be seen, more or less clearly 
in the building records throughout 
the year, the records show much 
more even distribution of building 
activity in 1924 than in any previous 
year. The year 1923, which was 
considered by. many to be a banner 
year, shows both the high and the 
low water marke of the last three 
years and total year’s building activ¬ 
ity was $19,584 less than in 1924.

WHAT WE LEAVE BEHIND 

Everyone leaves behind some impression on the world, 
whether for good or evil. Often what the world calls suc¬ 
cess during a person’s lifetime turns to dross in the final 
accounting. Mere accumulation of wealth is a poor stand¬ 
ard by which to judge the usefulness of one’s file. 

When the late Franklin D. Lane, former secretary of 
the Interior, died in 1921, it was said that he left no estate 
whatever. Yet he was one of the finest public servants 
who ever graced a president’s cabinet. 

The estate of the late Samuel Gompers amounts to 
only about $30,000, an insignificant sum in this age of 
multi-millionaires, but the influence of his life work will be 
felt for many generations yet to come. 

Hundreds of instances may be recalled in which men 
who made a powerful impression on the world have died 
comparatively poor in material possessions. 

After all, the most priceless legacy one may leave to 
his family and to his country is a record of duty well per¬ 
formed. While material success is not to be despised, it 
should never be sought through the sacrifice of ideals. 

Service to humanity is of more consequence than the 
accumulation of wealth, and true success depends upon 
what we contribute to the betterment of our fellow men.

HALLELUJAH AND BANANAS 

One hardly knows whether to be indignant or merely 
amused by the shameless manner in which our jazz com¬ 
posers steal and distort the melodies of the masters, in 
grinding out the syncopated songs and dance tunes of the 
day. It is a far cry from the majestic “Hallelujah Chor¬ 
us” of Handel’s “Messiah” to the notorious “Yes, We Have 
No Bananas,” but they contain essentially the same mel¬ 
ody. Rachmaninoff’s “Prelude” has been transformed into 
“The Russian Rag,” the popular “Marcheta” is adapted 
from Nicolai’s “Merry Wives of Windsor;” Chopin’s “Im¬ 
promptu in D-flat Major” becomes “Chasing Rainbows.” 

Some of the modern “composers” are even brazen 
enough to indicate by their titles the sources of their 
stolen airs, as witness a tune called “Ragged William,” 
based on a theme from Rqssini’s “William Tell,” and 
another entitled “So This Is Venice,” a distortion of the 
well-known “Carnival of Venice,” by Schumann. 

There are dozens of other similar examples of piracy 
which might be pointed out, which are easily recognizable 
by anyone acquainted with real music. But, as there is 
no way to stop such sacrilege, it is probably just as well 
to smile, for indignation will not help matters.

Oxford University debaters will 
oppose prohibition in the internation¬ 
al debate at Pomona College Friday 
evening, January 16, in Bridges Hall. 
Oxford University, represented by J. 
D. Woodruff, Malcolm McDonald, son 
of the ex-premier of England, and 
M. C. Hollis, has participated in a 
series of debates on the subjects of 
prohibition and war throughout the 
United States. After concluding 
their series of contests at the Uni¬ 
versity of California, the British de¬ 
baters will sail for New Zealand on 
January 20. 

Pomona College will be represent¬ 
ed by a team of experienced debaters 
coached by Professor Benjamin D. 
Scott, head of the department of 
public address. The Pomona debaters 
are Marshal Dimock, San Bernar¬ 
dino; Blackwell Smith, Claremont; 
and Paul Papazian, Fresno. 

The English debaters, although 
still young, have had considerable ex¬ 
perience in debate and public affairs, 
having stood for election to parlia¬ 
ment, served the government in the 
war period, or written for well- 
known magazines. 

Malcolm MacDonald was born in 
Ijossiemouth, Scotland (his father’s 
native place) in August, 1901, and 
was educated at Bedales school in 
Hampshire, a co-educational school. 
He got a scholarship in History to 
Oxford, where at Queen’s College 
he studied History and Economics. 
In 1923 he contested the Bassetlaw 
Division of Nottinghamshire in the 
general election as Labor candidate 
and was beaten by 3,000 votes. He 
is still prospective Labor candidate 
for the same constituency.
